The ole- 
ander has long been cultivated in green- 
houses, where numerous varieties have 
been produced, differing ın the color 
of their flowers.

TWO POWER COMPANIES 
TO COMBINE SERVICES 
FOR A BOMB PROJECT 


The TVA and Mississippi Power & 
Light Company are providing at Bates- 
ville, Mississippi, another major inter- 
connection between their two systems. 

One of the most important uses of 
the new interconnection will be to 
make available next year some power 
from the Middle South Utilities system 
Energy Commission at Oak Ridge. The 
Atomic Energy Commission has asked 
for TVA to dehver to the Atomic 
TVA to provide very large amounts of 
additional power. 

Although TVA is adding to its gen- 
erating facilities to serve the Atomic 
Energy Commission, some of the add- 
ed power will be needed before TVA's 
new plants can be completed. Missis- 
sippi Power & Light Company and 
the other companies in the Middle 
South system are building new power 
plants that will provide considerable 
reserve capacity next year, and arrange- 
ments are being made to deliver some 
of that power to Oak Ridge for a 
temporary period 

TVA is increasing the voltage of its 
Tupelo-Pontotoc-Sardis line from 44,000 
volts to 110,000 volts, with a five-fold 
increase in its capacity, and is extend- 
ing this line to interconnect with the 
system of Mississippi Power & Light 
Company at Batesville. Both the Com- 
pany and TVA are making additions 
to the substation at Batesville. 

The interconnection is expected to 
be in about January, 1951. 
This connection will permit the trans- 
fer of large quantities of power from 
one system to the other from time to 
time, either to meet emergencies or 
whenever operating economics can be 
achieved. The reliability of service will 
be improved for consumers in North 
Mississippi served from either system. 

Mississippi Power & Light Company 
is part of the Middle South Utilities 
system, which also includes Arkansas 
& Light Company, Louisiana 
Power & Light Company, and New 
Orleans Public Service, Inc? Power 
from each of these companies, or for 
use by any of them, can be transferred 
over the new interconnection. The TVA 
transmission system is already intercon- 
nected at two locations, both near Mem- 
phis, with the companies of the Middle 
South group. One of the present inter- 
connections is with the Arkansas Power 
& Light Company, and the other is 
with Mississippi Power & Light Com- 
pany. 

Both Mississippi Power & Light Com- 
pany and TVA are now connected with 
neighboring power systems at a number 
of points. The operators of the inter- 
connection systems are in frequent con-
